t.  f  he  oificers  Of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  &  President,  a  first  Vice- 
i»j5epideot,  a  s»Qond  Vice-Presidedt,  a  Secretary-Treasurer,  a  Corre»poiidiW* 
SffcreUr/,  and  four  Couocillors  who  shall  reprefsent  the  several  y«arft  ;  all  of 
whom  shall  constitute  the  General  Committee. 

a.  The  election  of  officers  shall  take  place  yearlj^  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
meeting,  except  that  of  the  First  Year  Councillor,  which  shall  take  place  at  the 
second  regular  meeting  of  the  following  academic  year. 

3.  Candidates  for  office  shall  be  nominated  at  the  me«tifig  preceding  the 
one  at  which  they  are  elected.
